WASHINGTON (AP) - Hie 
Soviet Union k moving to de­ 
velop nuclear weapons superi­ 
ority with an unprecedented 
mksile program, says Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld. 
“They are clearly striving 
not to be on the losing side in 
the event those weapons are 
used,” Rumsfeld told reporters 
Monday in updating his annual 
report to Congress delivered in 
January. 
He said the Russians missile 
program'will give them more 
nuclear striking power than 
they need “merely to deter nu­ 
clear war.” 
He also said the instalktion 
of new missiles armed with 
multiple warheads has moved 
ahead “at a little faster deploy­ 
ment rate than anticipated in 
January.” 
Rumsfeld reported that the 
Russians now have more than 
1,500 
intercontinental 
range 
missiles in land bases and 
more than 800 in submarines. 
This compares with 1,054 U.S. 
land-based mksiles and 656 in 
submarine launching tubes. 
In summarizing Soviet devel­ 
opment, Rumsifeld said “the 
scope of these programs k un­ 
precedented” either in the So­ 
viet Union or the United States. 
He said the Russians still kg 
behind the United States in the 
important area of missile ac- 


curacy but are improving. 
He said “there has not been 
anythcng that sufficiently dif­ 
fers from what has been antici­ 
pated” by defense and in­ 
telligence offickk that will re­ 
quire any significant speedup in 
the U.S. development and de­ 
ployment of advanced mksiles 
and bombers. 
Rumsfeld added, “We should 
try to see that our stratategic 
deterrent remains healthy.” 
The defense secretary’s re­ 
port on Soviet missile progress 
came nine days before Presi­ 
dent Ford was due to debate 
defense and foreign policy is­ 
sues with Democratic presiden­ 


tial contender Jimmy Carter. 
Defense offickk denied there 
was any link between the tim­ 
ing of the mksile report and 
the impending debate. Report­ 
ers have been asking for an up­ 
date for months. 
"Current trends indicate that 
by the early 1980’s all or most 
of the Soviets’ existing ICBMs 
could be replaced with the new 
generation of missiles,” Rums­ 
feld said. 
He also estimated that all or 
most of the current Soviet sub­ 
marine-launched mksiles could 
be repkced by more advanced 
weapons by the kte 9180’s. 
Both types probably will be 


equipped, for the most part, 
with multiple warheads with 
can be aimed at separate tar­ 
gets hundreds of miles apart. 
The United States has been 
converting most of its ICBM’s 
and submarine-launched mis­ 
siles to multiple warheads for a 
number of years. 
Rumsfeld said the Russians 
so far have deployed 170 of the 
new generation ICBMs, in­ 
cluding the SS17 with four war­ 
heads, the SS19 with six war­ 
heads and the giant SS18 which 
has been tested with up to eight 
warheads. 
He noted that the 40 SSl8s so 
far placed in combat readiness 


have only single warheads, but 
he indicated that intelligence 
experts expect the Russians to 
deploy the multiple warhead 
version “in the near future.” 
In a departure from the esti­ 
mate of the arms control agen­ 
cy, Rumsfeld said an inter­ 
mediate range SS20 missile has 
not yet been deployed. 
Thk missile, with a reach of 
up to 3,000 miles, k regarded 
as a threat to Weste n Europe, 
and some authorities say it 
could be boosted in power to 
become 
an 
intercontinental 
mksile dangerous to the Unitéd 
States. 
Under questioning, Rumsfeld 


said that the SS20 k not consid­ 
ered an ICBM within the mean­ 
ing of the nuclear arms agree­ 
ment with the Soviqt Union but 
that its presence should be kept 
in mind as approaching the 
edge of the ICBM range. 
Rumsfeld also stood on the 
Penatagon’s evaluation of the 
new Soviet Backfire bomber as 
capable of intercontinental mis­ 
sions under certain conditions. 
"The Soviets don’t agree with 
that,” Rumsfeld said, referring 
to a widely reported objection 
to including the new Backfire 
in an extension of the SALT 
agreement now being nego­ 
tiated.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) 
— Rhodesian nationalkt leader 
Jshua Nkomo is to leave for 
neighboring Botswana today for 
more talks with black African 
leaders on the changeover from 
white to bkck rule in Rhodesia. 
Ako headed for the Botswana 
capital of Gabarone are U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer’s top Africa aide, Wil­ 
liam Schaufele, and British 
Minister of State for African 
Affairs Ted Rowlands. 
Rowknds will begin talks on 
setting up a constitutional con­ 
ference demanded by the lead­ 
ers of the five “front-line’’ 
black African states as the next 
step in transferring power from 
Rhodesk’s 278,000 whites to its 
6.4 million blacks. 
Nkomo is considered a top 
candidate to be Rhodesia’s first 
black prime minister. He de­ 
nied Monday that the five 
"front-line” bkck African pres­ 
idents who met in Lusaka, 
Zambia, kst week, had re­ 
jected Kissinger’s plan for a 
transition to bkck majority 
rule in Rhodesia. "They have 
rejected nothing,’’ he said, add­ 
ing that all they had done was 
insist that Britain is the only 
power that can call a confer­ 


ence of Rhodesian leaders to 
work out a new constitution. 
“What they did was remove 
serious flaws which were in the 
document that is generally 
known as the Kissinger plan,” 
he said. 
Nkomo said the presidents 
had produced a 
“workable 
document” in their meeting, 
but he would not disclose what 
it contained. 
The presidents of Zambk, 
Botswana, Zaire, Mozambique 
and Tanzank issued a state­ 
ment after their meeting saying 
they would not accept the plan 
for an interim government in 
Rhodesia outlined by Prime 
Minister Ian Smith. Smith said 
the transition administration 
should be evenly divided be­ 
tween whites and bkcks. The 
five black leaders said it must 
be dominated by bkcks. 
Rhodeskn Foreign Minister 
P.K. van der Byl said the bkck 
leaders’ statement showed “un- 
reliability and irresponsibility.” 
Smith said he was waiting for 
ckrification from the United 
States and Britain. 
The Rhodeskn leader added 
that “it looks as though the 
Communkts are calling the 
tune in those parts.”

Grade school students attempt to quit smoking 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - Seventh 
and eighth graders at a public 
school here say they’re “kick­ 
ing the habit” with the help of 
an American Cancer Society 
quit-smoking clinic. 
Thirty-right of them, nearly 
one-third of the 13-and 14-year- 
olds at Shenandoah School, fin­ 
ished a program of lectures 
and discussion groups Monday. 
“I was a little surprised that 
38 were heavy smokers who 
said they wanted to (quit), but 


could not,” said Principal Nda 
Mae Morgan, an ex-smoker and 
initiator of the program. 
More than a “little sur­ 
prised” was Elke Moses, direc­ 
tor of professional and public 
education for the American 
Cancer Society here. “I was 
just amazed when she called 
me,” Miss Moses said. 
The smoking problem kn’t a 
new one tor Dr. Morgan, whose 
office in past years was often 
graced by youthful smokers. 


“You mean you can’t wait till 
recess or lunch?” she asked 
them. “No,” came the reply, 
“We need help.” 
So for the past three weeks 
the 120 seventh and eighth gra­ 
ders at the school have attend­ 
ed an assembly once a week to 
hear a lung specialkt, a neck 
surgeon and a psychologist talk 
about smoking. 
The physicians told of the toll 
smoking takes on the lives of 
Americans—an estimated 230 


people a day die of lung can­ 
cer—and shocked the students 
with slides of the gruesome ef­ 
fects of smoking. 
The psychologist tried to ex­ 
plain to the students what feel­ 
ings or pressures may lead 
them to cigarettes. 
“Most youngsters at thk age 
group smoke from pear pres­ 
sure. It’s the ‘in’ thing to do,” 
Dr. 
Morgan said. 
“Sophis­ 
ticated people smoke, they 
think, and they want to be a 


little more grown up.” 
Twice a week, the 38 students 
who signed up for help in quit­ 
ting cirarettes attended “rap 
groups” given by a local coun­ 
seling center. 
Dr. Morgan said not all the 
school’s smokers signed up for 
the program, just those who 
wanted to quit. Mks Moses ex­ 
plained that for the program to 
work the students had to want 
to quit. 
Though a preliminary eval­ 


uation won’t be completed for a 
few weeks, Dr. Morgan said the 
program has already had some 
effect. At least three quit "cold 
turkey” and others were cut­ 
ting back. 


Only four students have been 
brought to her office for smok­ 
ing so far thk year, down from 
previous years. 
“The real test of the program 
will come as the school year 
goes on," Dr. Morgan noted.

KISSINGER’S AFRICAN 
MISSION 
Seldom has a “peace mission,” if it can truly be called 
that, been launched with so little promise of success as 
that which Henry Kissinger has now begun in southern 
Africa. He had virtually to invite himself, since most 
African leaders now believe that war alone will bring 
them the quick and total victory over the whites which 
they seek and believe possible. Black militants are 
heartened by what they think is an irrestible tide of 
“world opinion” in their favor, and sense that the U.S. 
will not oppose them. 
Kissinger argues that he must try negotiation, because 
world peace is conceivaly at stake. Possibly it is, but 
what bothers us the most is the premise upon which his 
diplomacy is to be based. It is, from all that we can tell, 
to “arrive at a framework of negotiations” under which 
the whites of southern Afrida — all of them — will 
peacefully turn over power to the black majorities. 
That is the game Southwest Africa, or “Namibia” as it 
is now called, is judged easiest because the principle of 
independence is already recognized by South Africa. 
Rhodesia is next on the timetable because it is hoped 
the whites there will recognize the hopelessness of their 
situation and agree to be bought off by foreign promises 
of financial compensation if they leave. Finally comes 
South Africa, where the idea is that the whites must 
eventually agree to give full political equality to the 
blacks and end apartheid. 
Kissinger’s greatest risk of failure comes from a false < 
assessment of the facts. He lodes at the problem as (me of 
unacceptable racial dominance by whites over blacks, 
whereas the white look at it as a matter of irron- 
concilable cultural differences. They feel that under 
their rule they have permitted the development of black 
culture and black political institutions, but they have no 
confidence that under black “majority rule,” i.e., black 
dictatorship, they will be allowed to preserve their own 
separate cultural and political identities. Therefore, they 
see the issue of who rules as literally one of life and death 
for them. 
Does American self interest really lie in pushing for a 
settlement in southern Africa which will result in the 
political extinction of the whites? We might look to the 
situation in the U.N. for an answer. There the principle of 
“majority rule” applies in the General Assembly .There, 
too, “differences” exist — so much so that the U.S. has 
virtually washed its hands of that body, which respon­ 
sible resolutions have been few and far between. We have 
retreated, instead, to the Security Council, where at least 
we have the veto and more and more frequently have to 
use it. Would we Americans ever accept the principle 
that our policies should be determined by General 
Assembly resolutions? • 
Of course we would not. But one day we may find 
ourselves in the position of white Southern Africa today, 
hounded by a world which says that we have no right to a 
standard of living superior to that of other peoples. 
Then we may wish that we had been less brutal and 
more understanding towards our friends.

FUNCTIONALILLITERATES

A personal encounter or a 
good 
human 
interest 
story 
always drives home a point 
more effectively than a rash of 
raw statistics. 
When the College Entrance 
Examination scores dropped 
steadily for 13 straight years, 
the educators tried to explain it 
away with academic double- 
talk. Two dramatic examples, 
however, have illustrated the 
fact that a significant portion of 
our young people is simply not 
being taught the basic skills that 
our public schools were built and 
financed to provide. 
A St. Louis television station 
recently aired an interview with 
a 20-year-old man who went all 
the way through the public 
school system and received his 
high school diploma, but cannot 
read or write. Now, having 
realized how a functional 
illiterate is handicapped in the 
job market, he is attending an 
adult 
remedial 
reading 
program. 
Jerry Doyle isn’t retarded or 
stupid; he is merely untaught. 
On television he told how he was 
never given any grades in 
school; he was just promoted 
year after year. The school’s 
attitude was: 
“Here’s your 
diploma, now get lost. ’’ 
According to the Literacy 
Council, which is now suc­ 
cessfully teaching him to read 
by the phonics method - which 
he should have been given in the 
first grade - there are 70,000 
functional illiterates in this one 
metropolitan area alone. The 
chief cause of this phenomenon 
is that they were culturally 
deprived of the opportunity to 
learn to read by the phonics 
method, 
the 
only 
proved 
technique of teaching anyone of 
any age to read the English 
language. 
Washington, D.C., residents 
were shocked in August when 
the newspapers reported that 
a 


valedictorian of an inner- 
j school was denied ad­ 
mission to George Washington 
University 
because 
his 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores 


were only half as good as they 
should have been. 
Thus, 
the 
highest-ranking 
graduate of one of the public 
schools in our nation’s capital 
hasn’t been taught enough to get 
into his home town college. 
As the George Washington 
University 
admissions 
dean 
said, “He’s been conned. He’s 
been deluded into thinking he’s 
gotten an education.” 
This result has been fostered 
by school administrators who 
frankly state that students who 
cannot read should be awarded 
high school diplomas anyway, 
that diplomas should be based 
on attendance and not on 
academic achievement Under 
this 
system, 
there are no 
standards for getting out of 
public high schools. 
The psychological frustration 
this causes cannot help but 
breed social problems. The 
students are led to believe they 
are prepared to face life, but 
when they apply for a job they 
cannot even fill out a job ap­ 
plication. 
The failure to teach reading, 
combined with a refusal to 
admit the failure to teach 
reading, has produced a healthy 
reaction by some educators. In 
Chicago one school superin­ 
tendent, 
Albert 
A. 
Briggs, 
discovered that, of 296 eighth 
graders heading for high school 
in his district, only 26 coukl read 
at a seventh-grade level, and 38 
could not read at even a third- 
grade level. 
Briggs 
is 
a 
black 
ad­ 
ministrator of a school district 
that is 86 per cent black, and be 
realizes that these pupils have 
the right to be taught basic 
skills. If they cannot read or 
write, they will not be able to get 
jobs and, as Briggs said, many 
will “wind up in jail.’’ He 
showed great courage in his 
willingness to face the protests 
of 
teachers, 
parents 
and 
students in inaugurating a new 
policy of minimum standards. 
I used to think that the dollar 
bill was the piece of paper whose 
value has slumped the most in 
the last 10 years. It now appears 
that this dubious “honor” has 
been won by the high school 
diploma.

NO MISSOURI COMPROMISE 
Champion Of ‘Missoura’ 
Denounces ‘Missouree’ 
As A Pomposity 
Kansas City Star 
When a man sets up a certain 
number of principles by which to 
live, anything that happens to 
him for varying from strict 
adherence thereto serves him 
right. 
Among my strict rules is 
never to get into an argument 
with a person who not only 
doesn’t know what he is talking 
about but has no way of knowing 
that he doesn’t know. A man in 
this condition will, inevitably, 
draw to his side of the question 
the unreasoning majority of 
mankind. Several months ago I 
allowed myself to depart from 
this sensible conduct in at­ 
tempting to do a favor to a 
wandering carpetbagger who 
also happened to be an old 
friend. 
His name is Martin Quigley 
and he is editor of Midwest 
Motorist, the organ of the Auto 
Club of Missouri. He is from 
Minnesota or some such place 
and I thought he would ap­ 
preciate 
knowing 
how 
to 
pronounce the name of the state 
in which he works and to which I 
first introduced him 40 years 
ago.

He called the grand old state 
“Missouree,” which is plain 
wrong, and I told him so. I did 
not admonish him, because I 
think it is rather amusing to live 
in a state which has difficulty 
pronouncing itself. Still, right is 
right, and friendship is frien­ 
dship, so I quietly explained that 
the state whose Auto Club 
magazine he purported to edit, 
isMizzoura.

So I violated that one as well 
when he suggested a debate in 
his magazine, with a poll to be 
conducted among his readers 
and their ballots to be counted 
by his staff, on the prop«' 
pronunciation of Missouri. 
I wrote a calm and well- 
reasoned 
argument, 
while 
Quigley 
argued 
strictly 
ad 
hominem, accusing me of living 
in a better neighborhood as a 
child than he did. I don’t quite 
see the relevance, except that 
my 
boyhood was spent in 
Missouri and his wasn’t. He also 
sought to cover up his lack of 
bona 
fibona 
fides 
as 
a 
Missourian by claiming that his 
Great Aunt Emma or some such 
had been blowed up at the battle 
of Pilot Knob. 
Naturally the result of the poll 
was 60 per cent for the hog- 
calling Missouree and 40 per 
cent for the euphonious and 
proper Mizzoura. 
The Midwest Motorist printed 
many letters on both sides of the 
question, I” give them that. I 
also received a fair number of 
communications from men of 
stature and perception; also a 
few from pompous elocution 
students who disagreed with me. 
Missouri was intended by God 
and the early settlers to be 


pronounced 
Mizzoura. 
Then 
along cam e the elocution 
teachers who thought Missouree 
sounded more elegant. 
The proof of the classroom 
taint on Missouree is that people 
write they were taught it in 
school. Now in real Missouri 
schools they didn’t teach how to 
pronounce the state aqy more 
than they taught sex. They 
figured it was something you 
either knew or you didn’t and 
probably never would get quite 
right. 
I go back to Eugene Field, who 
wrote in 1889, “He lives in 
Mizzoura, where the people are 
so set...in ante-bellum notions 
that they vote for Jackson yet.” 
(That’s not Scoop Jackson.) 
I take my stand with former 
Gov. Guy B. Park when he said 
in 1933: “I’ve lived in Missouri 
all my life and I never heard any 
true Missourian pronounce the 
name in any other way but 
‘Mizzourah.” The “rah,’’ I’ll 
admit is a little strong. Actually 
that final “i” is more like the 
“a” in sofa. Although people 
who say, “Missouree” probably 
say“sofee.” 


Much 
of 
the 
mischief 
originated with the Rev. Walter 
Williams, 
who 
edited 
a 
newspaper in that hotbed of 
culture, Columbia, and came out 
for “ee.” To make it worse he 
later 
founded a School 
of 
Journalism which spread the 
heresy, especially since the 
prestige of the school brought in 
many outsiders who had no very 
clear idea where they were. 
The Midwest Motorist’s poll 
indicates regional variation in 
the way Missouri is said, with 
the eastern half stronger on 
“ee” and the western going for 
"a” o r“uh.” 


I do not wish to get too per­ 
sonal, but I grew up in the great 
City of St. Louis and its environs 
(one of which Quigley, the same 
man who accuses me of elitism, 
calls a ghetto), was city editor of 
a paper in the p eat City of 
Springfield in the southwest part 
of the state and, furthermore, 
my father was born in the north­ 
west part of the state. And in 
none of these places did any of 
my kin vary from “Mizzoura.” 
I have pictures of old, white- 
bearded men sitting under the 
trees on the family farm in 
Bridgeton, Mo., and I would not 
envy 
any 
Minnesotan 
who 
walked among them bleating 
about “Missouri-EE.” 
Well, as I said in my original 
essay, the beautiful part about 
those of us who know how to 
pronounce Missouri is the well- 
night 
saintly 
patience 
and 
tolerance we show toward those 
who don’t. 
I am further buoyed by the 
thought that, in matters of this 
kind, whatever the majority 
thinks is probably wrong. Since 
radio and TV people are pretty 
close to unanimous on the 
screeched “ee,” I figure that 
they will drive Mizzoura out, 
eventually, there being a 
G resham ’s 
law 
that 
bad 
pronunciation drives out good. It 
is an honor to fall in an 
honorable, though lost, cause. 
There is also this random 
thought: 
What ruined the 
Literary Digest’s notorious 1936 
poll which showed Landon as a 
shoo-in was that it was taken 
among telephone subscribers. 
This one was taken among 
automobile owners, a notably 
affluent group. 
In any 
event, 
when 
the 
Republicans went to Kansas 
City,' I hope there was enough 
real Missourians on television to 
counteract the announcers. It 
gave the viewers a little 
something extra to look for. All I 
asked them to remember is that 
we Missourians who disagree 
with each other on how to say 
the name of our state aren’t 
really mad at the other fellow, 
and often pray for him.

Politicians Have Oilmen Pals

WASHINGTON 
-- 
A 
mysterious group of Texas oil­ 
men. bound by Mood, marriage 
and the corporate bond, have 
quietly been funnelling thou­ 
sands of dollars to politicians 
who champion oil interests. 
The Texans own and operate 
the Quintana Petroleum Cor­ 
poration. although one would 
hardly know it since the oilmen, 
according to a company official, 
“don't like to have anything 
publicized about it” 
This penchant for secrecy, ap­ 
parently, is the reason the Quin­ 
tana crowd failed to list their 
connections with the company 
on several federal campaign 
contribution forms. Such omis­ 
sions raised the official curiosity 
of the Federal Election Commis­ 
sion. 
The group works closely with 
ex-Treasury Secretary John 
Connally’s Houston law firm. A 
member of the firm, William H 
Drushel Jr., actually maintains 
an office at Quintana. In the past, 
Connally has distributed oil 
money to favored politicians. 
The Quintana crowd has con­ 
centrated this year cn reward­ 
ing members of Oongrass ad» 
support oil tax benefits. While 
the tax bill was being drafted 
this spring, the Quintana execu­ 
tives and their wives passed out 
$12,000 to five key members of 
the tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
They were: James Jones, D.- 
Okla., $3,200; Donald Clancy. R- 
Ohio. $2,700. Philip Crane. R-Ill.. 


$2,500. William Steiger. R-Wis., 
$2,400, and Guy Vander Jagt, R- 
Mich., $1,200. 
Except for Clancy, all of these 
congressmen have received 100 
per cent favorable ratings from 
the Independent Petroleum As­ 
sociation of America. Clancy’s 
voting record was rated by the 
IPAA at a slightly less satisfacto­ 
ry 75 per cert. 
The Quintana bunch delivered 
an additional $3,200 to Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen, D.-Tex., another cham­ 
pion of the oil industry, with a 93 
per cent IPAA rating. He also 
happens to be a power on the 
Senate Finance Committee, 
which handled the tax bill in the 
Senate. Sen. Lowell Weicker, R- 
Ct, who has favored the oil in­ 
terest, got at least $2,100. 
Another darling of the oil in- 
dsutry, Rep. Bob Krueger. D.- 
Tex., collected $4,400 from the 
Quintana bunch. His fidelity to 
petroleum interests is measured 
at 93 per cent on the IPAA scale. 
The money men from Quin­ 
tana also appear to have an 
enemies list. One congressman 
on the list is Bob Eckhardl D.- 
Tex., udio holds a zero rating 
with IPAA. The Quintana crowd 
has pumped $4,400 into die cam­ 
paign of his opponent. Nick 
Gerhardt. 
Our reporters sometimes 
found the Quintana money 
difficult to trace. On May 14. for 
example, seven Quintana offi­ 
cials simultaneously donated 
$100 apiece to the aforemen­ 
tioned Clancy. Another Quintana 


executive and his wife coughed 
up $1,000 each. Still another ex­ 
ecutive gave $200. 
Our reporters, Gary Cohn and 
Jim Grady, made repeated 
phone calls to Q uintana’s 
Houston headquarters during 
their attempt to put the jigsaw 
pieces together. Corporate 
spokesmen refused to provide 
the identities of the Quintana 
people or the correct spelling of 
their names. 
One spokesman said that at­ 
torney William Drushel had 
passed the word to all Quintana 
officials that they were “not to 
confirm or deny any information 
to either Mr. Cohn or Mr. 
Grady.” The attorney did not 
return any of our numerous 
calls. 
The most one spokesman 
finally would say was that Quin­ 
tana was “a family business.” 
Footnote: This isn’t the first 
time Quintana has been in hot 
water. Last year, a House sub­ 
committee accused Quintana of 
“probably” violating federal 
laws by needlessly delaying 
development of a natural gas 
field. A drop in the anticipated 
production brought pressure on 
the Federal Power Commission 
to permit gas prices to go up. 
POLITICAL REWARD: 
President Ford has replaced a 
distinguished career diplomat as 
Ambassador to the Bahamas 
with a political crony. 
The appointee is Wisconsin's 
form er lieutenant governor, 
Jack Olson, who is better known 
for his political connections than 
his diplomatic skills. He labored 
hard for Ford's nomination last 
month at the Republican con­ 
vention. 
Olson will replace Seymour 
Weiss, a perceptive S tate 
Department strategist who has 
the special skills needed to deal 
with the crisis in the Caribbean. 
The Bahamas are wracked with 
internal problems, ranging from 
gambling and narcotics to politi­ 
cal turmoil. 
There is also a growing anti­ 


white, anti-American sentiment. 
By all accounts, Olson is an 
honest, decent businessman, 
with political experience. A 
White House spokesman de­ 
scribed Olson as a “good and 
well qualified” appointee. But 
the deposed Weiss is far more 
qualified for the post 
LOCKHEED STORY: The 
giant Lockheed conglomerate 
must be considered a quasi­ 
public institution. As the nation's 
largest defense contractor. 
Lockheed couldn't exist without 
government work. The company 
was also saved from being 
blown, headlong, down its own 
wind tunnel when Congress 
bailed it out with a quarter of a 
billion dollars. 
Thus Lockheed is on the public 
dole, and its activities, therefore, 
deserve close public inspection. 
This is a report on one small ac­ 
tivity. 
In 1969, a corporation now 
known as EMMS-Biolex em­ 
barked on a joint venture with 
the C alifornia division of 
Lockheed to develop a purifica­ 
tion process for fossil fuels. By 
treating oil as a microbiological 
com pound ra th e r than a 
mineral, several organic im­ 
purities could be removed.

Now Lockheed has been slap­ 
ped with a $10 billion lawsuit 
because the company has done 
little in seven years to develop 
the process. The reason, Bkdex 
charges, is that Lockheed is try­ 
ing to steal the process from 
Biolex before developing.

]Red missile buildup unveiled 


. WASHINGTON <AP) — Before you throw those egg shells, 
coffee grounds and orange peels in the trash can, stop and think 
about this: 
The House of Representatives is willing to spend $282.5 mil­ 
lion for a national effort to find something useful that can be 
made from garbage like that. 
Tlie House has passed a bill that would supply the money for 
research aimed at finding ways to use wastes that now burden 
most municipal governments. The bill now needs Senate ap­ 
proval. 
Most Americans haven’t given much thought to trash, except 
to notice if it hasn’t been picked up. And the garbageman has 
just been some guy who runs over your trash can twice a week. 
Still, a very few people already have found a variety of highly 
useful, although not alway esthetic, uses for their garbage. 
For instance, in Richmond, Va., houses were made from 
recycled trash several years ago, but potential homebuyers 
were somewhat wary about living in something made of com­ 
pressed things somebody else had thrown away. And news­ 
papers not long ago told of a man who built a house out of his 
collection of beer bottles. 
Rep. Fred Rooney, D-f Pa., who managed the garbage bill in 
the House, said one goal would be finding ways to use garbage 
as a source of fuel after proper processing and reatment. 
Consider this: The Federal Energy Administration said 
Monday the nation's dependence on foreign oil is still in­ 
creasing, with imports in the first six months of the year up by 
16.7 per cent. 
Some energy experts say Americans produce in garbage each 
year a potential energy source equivalent to 290 million barrels 
of low sulphur fuel oil or 5 per cent of current domestic oil 
consumption. And they say total municipal refuse collection 
could generate 6 per cent of the nation’s total annual electric 
production. 
But with $282.5 million at stake there should be lots of other 
classy suggestions about what to do with all those empty milk 
cartons, gum wrappers and cigarette butts that litter the 
homestead. 
For instance: 
—How about a new automobile made from gnawed chicken 
bones that runs on gas made from carrot tops, potato eyes and 
radish roots. 
—Or fake eyelashes made from all that spinach you have to 
scrape off the kids’ plates 
—Maybe cement made from coffee grounds, stale bread 
crumbs and fruit pits. America could have an interstate high­ 
way system that smells like a prune danish. 
—Or how about wearing the latest in double-knit suits woven 
from last night’s spaghetti dinner 
Cars, clothes, highways and eyelashes made from garbage 
would be cheap, but they also would have some obvious draw­ 
backs — a certain air about them, you might say. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Soviet Union is moving to de­ 
velop nuclear weapons superi­ 
ority with an unprecedented 
missile program, says Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld. 
“They are clearly striving 
not to be on the losing side in 
the event those weapons are 
used.” Rumsfeld told reporters 
Monday in updating his annual 
report to Congress delivered in 
January. 
He said the Russians missile 
program will give them more 
nuclear striking power than 
they need ‘‘merely to deter nu­ 
clear w ar.” 
He also said the installation 
of new missiles armed with 
multiple warheads has moved 
ahead ‘‘at a little faster deploy­ 
ment rate than anticipated in 
January.” 
Rumsfeld reported that the 
Russians now have more than 
1,500 
intercontinental 
range 
missiles in land bases and 
more than 800 in submarines. 
This compares with 1,054 U.S. 
land-based missiles and 656 in 
submarine launching tubes 
In summarizing Soviet devel­ 
opment, Rumsfeld said “the 
scope of these programs is un­ 
precedented” either in the So­ 
viet Union or the United States 
He said the Russians still lag 
behind the United States in the 
important area of missile ac- 


curacy but are improving. 
He said "there has not been 
anythcng that sufficiently dif­ 
fers from what has been antici­ 
pated” 
by defense and 
in­ 
telligence officials that will re­ 
quire any significant speedup in 
the U.S. development and de­ 
ployment of advanced missiles 
and bombers 
Rumsfeld added, “We should 
try to see that our stratategic 
deterrent remains healthy.” 
The defense secretary's re­ 
port on Soviet missile progress 
came nine days before Presi­ 
dent Ford was due to debate 
defense and foreign policy is­ 
sues with Democratic presiden­ 


tial contender Jimm y Carter. 
Defense officials denied there 
was any link between the tim­ 
ing of the missile report and 
the impending debate. Report­ 
ers have been asking for an up­ 
date for months. 
“Current trends indicate that 
by the early 1980’s all or most 
of the Soviets' existing ICBMs 
could be replaced with the new 
generation of missiles,” Rums­ 
feld said. 
He also estimated that all or 
most of the current Soviet sub­ 
marine-launched missiles could 
be replaced by more advanced 
weapons by the late 9180's. 
Both types probably will be 


equipped, for the most part, 
with multiple warheads with 
can be aimed at separate tar­ 
gets hundreds of miles apart. 
The United States has been 
converting most of its ICBM s 
and submarine-launched mis­ 
siles to multiple warheads for a 
number of years 
Rumsfeld said the Russians 
so far have deployed 170 of the 
new 
generation 
ICBMs, 
in­ 
cluding the SS17 with four war­ 
heads, the SS19 with six war­ 
heads and the giant SS18 which 
has been tested with up to eight 
warheads. 
He noted that the 40 SSl8s so 
far placed in combat readiness 


have only single warheads, but 
he indicated that intelligence 
experts expect the Russians to 
deploy the multiple warhead 
version “ in the near future.” 
In a departure from the esti­ 
mate of the arms control agen­ 
cy, Rumsfeld said an inter­ 
mediate range SS20 missile has 
not yet been deployed. 
This missile, with a reach of 
up to 3,000 miles, is regarded 
as a threat to Weste n Europe, 
and some authorities say it 
could be boosted in power to

missile dangerous to the United 
States 
Under questioning. Rumsfeld

So for the past three weeks 
the 120 seventh and eighth gra 
ders at the school have attend 
ed an assembly once a week to 
hear a lung specialist, a neck 
surgeon and a psychologist talk 
about smoking 
The physicians told of the toll 
smoking takes on the lives of

people a day die of lung can­ 
cer and shocked the students 
with slides of the gruesome ef 
fects of smoking 
The psychologist tried to ex 
plain to the students what feel­ 
ings or pressures may lead 
them to cigarettes 
"Most youngsters at this age 
group smoke from peer pres­ 
sure.

KISSINGER’S AFRICAN 
MISSION 
Seldom has a “peace mission,” if it can truly be called 
that, been launched with so little promise of success as 
that which Henry Kissinger has now begun in southern 
Africa. He had virtually to invite himself, since most 
African leaders now believe that war alone will bring 
them the quick and total victory over the whites which 
they seek and believe possible. Black militants are 
heartened by what they think is an irrestible tide of 
“world opinion” in their favor, and sense that the U.S. 
will not oppose them. 
Kissinger argues that he must try negotiation, because 
world peace is conceivaly at stake. Possibly it is, but 
what bothers us the most is the premise upon which his 
diplomacy is to be based. It is, from all that we can tell, 
to “arrive at a framework of negotiations” under which 
the whites of southern Afrida — all of them — will 
peacefully turn over power to the black majorities. 
That is the game Southwest Africa, or “Namibia” as it 
is now called, is judged easiest because the principle of 
independence is already recognized by South Africa. 
Rhodesia is next on the timetable because it is hoped 
the whites there will recognize the hopelessness of their 
situation and agree to be bought off by foreign promises 
of financial compensation if they leave. Finally comes 
South Africa, where the idea is that the whites must 
eventually agree to give full political equality to the 
blacks and end apartheid. 
Kissinger’s greatest risk of failure comes from a false - 
assessment of the facts. He looks at the problem as one of 
unacceptable racial dominance by whites over blacks, 
whereas the white look at it as a matter of irron- 
concilable cultural differences. They feel that under 
their rule they have permitted the development of black 
culture and black political institutions, but they have no 
confidence that under black “majority rule,” i.e., black 
dictatorship, they will be allowed to preserve their own 
separate cultural and political identities. Therefore, they 
see the issue of who rules as literally one of life and death 
for them. 
Does American self interest really lie in pushing for a 
settlement in southern Africa which will result in the 
political extinction of the whites? We might look to the 
situation in the U N. for an answer. There the principle of 
“majority rule” applies in the General Assembly There, 
too, “differences” exist — so much so that the U.S. has 
virtually washed its hands of that body, which respon­ 
sible resolutions have been few and far between. We have 
retreated, instead, to the Security Council, where at least 
we have the veto and more and more frequently have to 
use it. Would we Americans ever accept the principle 
that our policies should be determined by General 
Assembly resolutions? 
Of course we would not. But one day we may find 
ourselves in the position of white Southern Africa today, 
hounded by a world which says that we have no right to a 
standard of living superior to that of other peoples. 
Then we may wish that we had been less brutal 
and 
more understanding towards our friends.

the educators tried to explain it 
away with academic double- 
talk Two dramatic examples, 
however, have illustrated the 
fact that a significant portion of 
our young people is simply not 
being taught the basic skills that 
our public schools were built and 
financed to provide 
A St Louis television station 
recently aired an interview with 
a 20 year-old man who went all 
the way through the public 
school system and received his 
high school diploma, but cannot 
read or write 
Now, having 
realized 
how 
a 
functional 
illiterate is handicapped in the 
)ob market, he is attending an 
adult 
remedial 
reading 
program 
Jerry Doyle isn't retarded or 
stupid, he is merely untaught 
On television he told how he was 
never given any grades in 
school, he was just promoted 
year after year The school's 
attitude 
was: 
“Here's your 
diploma, now get lost " 
According to the Literacy 
Council, which is now sue 
cessfully teaching him to read 
by the phonics method - which 
he should have been given in the 
first grade - there are 70,000 
functional illiterates in this one 
metropolitan area alone. The 
chief cause of this phenomenon 
is that they were culturally 
deprived of the opportunity to 
learn to read by the phonics 
method, 
the 
only 
proved 
technique of teaching anyone of 
any age to read the English 
language 
Washington, DC , residents 
were shocked in August when 
the newspapers reported that 
thj* valedictorian of an inner- 
city school was denied ad 
mission to George Washington 
University 
because 
his 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores 


were only half as good as they 
should have been. 
Thus, 
the 
highest-ranking 
graduate of one of the public 
schools in our nation's capital 
hasn't been taught enough to get 
into his home town college 
As the George Washington 
University 
admissions 
dean 
said, “He’s been conned He’s 
been deluded into thinking he's 
gotten an education ” 
This result has been fostered 
by school administrators who 
frankly state that students who 
cannot read should be awarded 
high school diplomas anyway, 
that diplomas should be based 
on 
attendance 
and 
not 
on 
academic achievement. Under 
this 
system, 
there 
are 
no 
standards for getting out of 
public high schools 
The psychological frustration 
this causes cannot help but 
breed 
social 
problems 
The 
students are led to believe they 
are prepared to face life, but 
when they apply for a job they 
cannot even fill out a job ap­ 
plication 
The failure to teach reading, 
combined with a refusal to 
admit 
the failure to teach 
reading, has produced a healthy 
reaction by some educators In 
Chicago one school super in 
tendent, 
Albert 
A. 
Briggs, 
discovered that, of 236 eighth 
graders heading for high school 
in his district, only 26 could read 
at a seventh grade level, and 38 
could not read at even a third 
grade level 
Briggs 
is 
a 
black 
ad­ 
ministrator of a school district 
that is 88 per cent black, and he 
realizes that these pupils have 
the right to be taught basic 
skills 
If they cannot read or 
write, they wUI not be able to get 
jobs and, as Bnggs said, many 
will “wind up in jail ” He 
showed great courage in his

students in inaugurating a new 
policy of minimum standards 
1 used to think that the dollar

NO MISSOURI COMPROMISE 
Champion Of 'Missoura' 
Denounces 'Missouree’ 
As A Pomposity 
Kansas City Star 
When a man sets up a certain 
number of principles by which to 
live, anything that happens to 
him for varying from strict 
adherence thereto serves him 
right. 
Among my strict rules is 
never to get into an argument 
with a person who not only 
doesn’t know what he is talking 
about but has no way of knowing 
that he doesn't know. A man in 
this condition will, inevitably, 
draw to his side of the question 
the unreasoning majority of 
mankind Several months ago I 
allowed myself to depart from 
this sensible conduct in at­ 
tempting to do a favor to a 
wandering carpetbagger who 
also happened to be an old 
friend 
His name is Martin Quigley 
and he is editor of Midwest 
Motorist, the organ of the Auto 
Club of Missouri. He is from 
Minnesota or some such place 
and I thought he would ap­ 
preciate 
knowing 
how 
to 
pronounce the name of the state 
in which he works and to which I 
first introduced him 40 years 
ago 


One for the Road 


He called the grand old state 
‘‘Missouree,’’ which is plain 
wrong, and I told him so. I did 
not admonish him, because I 
think it is rather amusing to live 
in a state which has difficulty 
pronouncing itself. Still, right is 
right, and friendship is frien­ 
dship, so I quietly explained that 
the 
state 
whose Auto Club 
magazine he purported to edit, 
is Mizzoura 


Rule No. 2: Never play with 
the other man's cards. 
So I violated that one as well 
when he suggested a debate in 
his magazine, with a poll to be 
conducted among his readers 
and their ballots to be counted 
by his staff, on the proper 
pronunciation of Missouri.

He also 
sought to cover up his lack of

Missourian by claiming that his 
Great Aunt Emma or some such 
had been blowed up at the battle 
of Pilot Knob 
Naturally the result of the poll 
was 60 per cent for the hog 
calling Missouree and 40 per 
cent for the euphonious and 
proper Mizzoura. 
The Midwest Motorist printed 
many letters on both sides of the 
question. I” give them that. I 
also received a fair number of 
communications from men of 
stature and perception; also a 
few from pompous elocution 
students who disagreed with me 
Missouri was intended by God 
and the early settlers to be 


pronounced 
Mizzoura 
Then 
along 
cam e 
the 
elocution 
teachers who thought Missouree 
sounded more elegant. 
The proof of the classroom 
taint on Missouree is that people 
write they were taught it in 
school. Now in real Missouri 
schools they didn’t teach how to 
pronounce the state any more 
than they taught sex. They 
figured it was something you 
either knew or you didn’t and 
probably never would get quite 
right. 
I go back to Eugene Field, who 
wrote in 1889, ‘‘He lives in 
Mizzoura, where the people are 
so set...in ante-bellum notions 
that they vote for Jackson yet ” 
(That’s not Scoop Jackson.) 
1 take my stand with former 
Gov. Guy B Park when he said 
in 1933: “ I’ve lived in Missouri 
all my life and I never heard any 
true Missourian pronounce the 
name in any other way but 
Mizzourah.’’ The 
“rah,’ 
I’ll 
admit is a little strong Actually 
that final “i” is more like the 
"a ” in sofa. Although people 
who say, "Missouree" probably 
say “sofee ” 


Much 
of 
the 
m ischief 
originated with the Rev Walter 
W illiams, 
who 
edited 
a 
newspaper in that hotbed of 
culture, Columbia, and came out 
for “ee.” To make it worse he 
later 
founded 
a 
School 
of 
Journalism which spread the 
heresy, 
especially since the 
prestige of the school brought in 
many outsiders who had no very 
clear idea where they were 
The Midwest Motorist's poll 
indicates regional variation in 
the way Missouri is said, with 
the eastern half stronger on 
“ee" and the western going for 
"a ”or “uh." 


I do not wish to get too per­ 
sonal, but I grew up in the great 
City of St. Louis and its environs 
(one of which Quigley, the same 
man who accuses me of elitism, 
calls a ghetto), was city editor of 
a paper in the great City of 
Springfield in the southwest part 
of the state and, furthermore, 
my father was born in the north­ 
west part of the state. And in 
none of these places did any of 
my kin vary from “Mizzoura.” 
I have pictures of old, white- 
bearded men sitting under the 
trees on the family farm in 
Bridgeton, Mo., and I would not 
envy 
any 
Minnesotan 
who 
walked among them bleating 
about "Missouri-EE.” 
Well, as I said in my original 
essay, the beautiful part about" 
those of us who know how to 
pronounce Missouri is the well-

tolerance we show toward those 
who don’t. 
I am further buoyed by the 
thought that, in matters of this 
kind, whatever the majority 
thinks is probably wrong. Since 
radio and TV people are pretty 
close 
to unanimous on the 
screeched "ee," I figure that 
they will drive Mizzoura out, 
eventually, 
there being

G resham ’s 
law 
that 
bad 
pronunciation drives out good It 
is an honor to fall in an 
honorable, though lost, cause. 
There is also this random 
thought: 
What ruined 
the 
Literary Digest's notorious 1936 
poll which showed Landon as a 
shoo-in was that it was taken 
among telephone subscribers. 
This one was taken among 
automobile owners, a notably 
affluent group. 
In 
any 
event, 
when 
the 
Republicans went to Kansas 
City, I hope there was enough 
real Missourians on television to 
counteract the announcers. It

All I 
asked them to remember is that 
we Missourians who disagree 
with each other on how to say 
the name of our state aren't 
really mad at the other fellow, 
and often pray for him.

in some wild but fiitile hitting 
sprees at the finish. Norton 
slumped badly after dominating 
five of the first six rounds.
